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EDITORIALS 


An Effort in Economy. 

Announcement from Washington that receipts and ex- 
penditures of the U. S. Government will balance at the end 
of the year (June 30) for the first time in seven years, is 
eause for real rejoicing. 

It is very easy to spend other people’s money, and be- 
fore the Budget Bureau was established there was little to 
curb expenditure and nothing to check up on it. Dupliea- 
tion of effort and of expenditure were common. 

The Budget Bureau seems to have gotten a firm grip 
on the reins as is evidenced by the slowing down of expendi- 
ture and the lessening in amount of deficits. 

Of course some believe that the results and figures given 
out by the Administration are only ‘‘a work of art by de- 
partment bookkeepers.’’ but in any ease it is certain that 
there is some supervision over the Government’s finances, 
and such supervision is responsible for the elimination of a 
great many dollars from the Government’s expense account. 


Fire Hazards of Asbestos. 

Being famed far and wide for its fireproof qualities, it 
is rather startling to run across an article appearing in the 
official publication of the National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion calling attention to the ‘‘Fire Hazards of Asbestos 
Fabrice Manufacture.”’ 

The hazards, naturally, apply to materials of an inflam- 
mable nature used in connection with the Asbestos in manu- 
facturing processes. 

One will naturally think of asphalt compositions, in- 
flammable liquids used in the coating of fabrie for the mak- 
ing of gaskets and packings, treating of brake linings, ete. 
Oil, turpentine, gasoline. benzine and other such liquids 
are dangerous unless used with extreme care, and even with 
care will often give off vapors which ignite on the smallest 
pretext and cause explosions or fires, or both. 

The article in question also calls attention to the in- 
flammability of the cotton mixed with Asbestos in order to 
properly spin, fires having been caused by particles of rock 
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from the Asbestos striking sparks in the mixing machines 
and igniting the cotton where the percentage of asbestos 
was not large enough to lessen the hazard. 

All of which means that fire in an Asbestos Mill is 
well within the range of possibility, and is prevented only 
by constant care and watching, notwithstanding the efforts 
of jokesmiths when such fires do oceur. 


Why No Grading of Crudes, 


Our mailbag often brings to us queries and sugges- 
tions on points which have not been previously brought to 
our attention. and many times opens up discussions of inter- 
est to ourselves and our readers. 

Such was a query put to us a few weeks ago by a 
correspondent who was studying the Asbestos Industry and 
found that while African Crudes were graded into several 
grades according to length, and sold at prices varying with 
those lengths, all Canadian Fibres above 1% inch were 
thrown together as No. 1 Crude and sold at one price. 

Our correspondent contended that this was not logical 
—that the longer material was naturally worth more than 
the shorter and should therefore bring a higher price. 

In thinking it over, what is the real reason for throwing 
all Canadian Crudes over a certain length into one lot and 
selling it as is? 

One answer would be that the longest Crudes, while 
probably more valuable than the shorter ones, would not be 
in sufficient demand to secure the higher price, or warrant 
the trouble of grading; that the spinner would rather have 
an assortment of crudes at an average price because he 
would neither care to pay the higher price for the longer 
ones nor would he care to use all shorter material; that the 
combining of the long crudes with the shorter ones gives a 
more economical mix and serves the purpose just as well 
(except in rare cases where a specially fine material is re- 
quired), this fact being demonstrated by the success with 
which the longer mill fibres have been used, in conjunction 
with crudes, for spinning purposes. 

We would like our readers to diseuss this problem with 
us fully, writing us your ideas as to why Canadian Crudes 
are not divided into more classes. 
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MARKET CONDITIONS 


The most gratifying and satisfactory occurrence in a 
long while, is the arrangement for the payment of the 
British war debt. The arrangement has in a most convine- 
ing manner confirmed the American long-held impression of 
British integrity, and American business feels that they 
have now something solid to build on, rather than the hopes 
which have been harbored for many months past. 

Business conditions in general in the United States are 
improving rapidly. The building boom continues unabat- 
ed; automobile manufacturers had so many orders booked 
in December that they did not stop production even for the 
customary week of inventory taking at the first of the year; 
and almost every other general industrial line follows the 
same trend. 

But—in every comment on the general business situa- 
tion which we have seen during the past month, there is 
plainly expressed a fear that business is too good for the 
good of the country; that the boom which is in the midst of 
us is leading, perhaps rapidly, perhaps slowly, to a second- 
ary period of inflation, which means of course that deflation 
will follow closely on its heels. 

Mr. W. A. Godfrey, manager and secretary of the 
Cape Asbestos Company, Limited, of London, has recently 
visited the Continent and reports that the asbestos indus- 
try in Italy is in better condition than in England. While 
the large ship-building yards at Genoa, Taranto and Trieste 
are not so active as they were a year or so ago, there seems 
to be, since the rise of Mussolini to power, a more settled in- 
dustrial activity than was previously the case. Labor 
troubles are almost unknown. The chemical trades are 
working fully and the motor industry is in good condition. 
The Government’s requirements of asbestos goods for the 
railways have to be met. and owing to the tariff the Italian 
asbestos manufacturers are kept moderately occupied in 
supplying plaited yarn, packings, ete. 

In France, Mr. Godfrey tells us, the asbestos manufae- 
turers are fully protected by the existing tariff, and it is 
almost hopeless for British or other manufacturers to obtain

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an interest in that market. Raw material is the only line in 
which business can be done by importers. 

Comments from Gebruder, Ritter & Company in Ham- 
burg, on conditions in Central Europe will no doubt inter- 
est our readers. They say: 

‘‘During the last quarter of 1922 business was much 
quieter altho prices for shorter grades were stiffening all 
round and credits were partially withdrawn. The begin- 
ning of 1923 saw a further advance in prices for shorter 
grades. Business so far has been extremely slow and, we 
dare say, has been of the smallest dimensions for many 
months past. The political outlook for Central Europe is 
very dark and the industrial position in Central Europe has 
received an almost killing blow on account of the French 
occupation of the Ruhr coal fields, and it is not to be fore- 
seen what will happen next. 

**The whole Central European industry must come to a 
practical standstill if the occupation is to last for any 
length of time, and we have already received word that 
some of the more important asbestos factories are working 
short time and in some eases have been forced to dismiss 
several hundred laborers. In addition to this the financial- 
ly strong powers have on account of the unsettled inter- 
national state of affairs withdrawn credits in Central 
Europe and many oversea houses have resumed terms of 
payment that were customary immediately after the armis- 
tice in 1919, i. e., they demand eash before shipment of 
goods or at least immediate cash on arrival of goods at 
Hamburg.”’ 

So much for general conditions, in various countries. 

Specifically, there has been little change in the raw 
material market, prices of the lower grades, particularly 
paper stock, stiffening somewhat. Miners are realizing, 
however, that a situation like that which has existed in the 
asbestos mining industry for the past several months, can- 
not be continued, and that something must be done. What 
will the something be? 

Distributors of general asbestos lines tell us that in- 
sulation still takes first place in sales, with asbestos cor- 
rugated roofing and asbestos shingles second—naturally 
traceable to the building boom. 
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Textile lines (always excepting brake lining) are re- 
ported quiet; a hand to mouth business in yarn, some few 
commitments on asbestos listings for futare delivery, and a 
few calls for plain braided packings. 

Asbestos gaskets have picked up considerably, as well 
as cut asbestos millboard and compressed asbestos sheet 
and fibre gaskets. 

Since the asbestos business does not improve as quickly 
as other lines, and likewise slumps are slower to be felt, the 
summary, so far as manufactured asbestos products are con- 
cerned, seems to indicate, in the words of one of our corres- 
pondents, that ‘‘If no labor troubles stop the progress, this 
should be a big vear.’’

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Development and Growth of the 
Rhodesian Asbestos Industry 


By A. G. Prycre-WiLuiaMs, B. Sc. 


Asbestos, both chrysotile and amphibole have been 
known to occur in Rhodesia for the past twenty years, but 
it was not until 1907 and 1908 that its commercial value 
began to be appreciated. 

Probably the first production was made by the old 
Gaths claim, which began producing in 1908 and a trial 
shipment of 55 tons to England at that time, realized £18, 
10s a ton (about $90). The following year 273 tons were 
produced, realizing approximately £26 per ton. 

In 1911 the output had reached 460 tons and in that 
year King Mine, Mashaba, commenced production. 

In 1914 the King Mine was floated for £140,000 and a 
big impetus given to the industry by fresh discoveries and 
vastly increased demand created for asbestos by the out- 
break of the war. 

In 1915 the Mashaba output had risen to 2010 tons, 
valued at £32,000, and at about this time the Shabanie fields 
sprung into prominence and numbers of new claims were 
pegged, the first to produce being Oudeville and Moore on 
the Birthday, followed by E. H. Machell on the Nil Des- 
perandum, then the Shabanie Mine, acquired by the Rhode- 
sian and General Asbestos Corporation, Ltd., the Ad Val- 
orem owned by Mr. Fromberg and the Sphinx owned by 
Bob Carruthers. 

By 1917 the Rhodesian output reached a total of 9562 
tons. 

During the war period the output was somewhat re- 
stricted owing to the lack of adequate shipping facilities. 
but prospecting and exploration work proceeded actively. 

In 1920 the output was 18,823 short tons, and in 1921 
19,259 tons, while the output for 1922, up to and including 
the month of November totalled 12,390 tons. 

Since both the Shabanie and Mashaba Asbestos fields 
are remote from the railway transport costs are no incon- 
siderable item, while in the rainy season owing to the bad 
state of the roads, it is often impossible to make any ship- 
ments.

The Asbestos Fields of Africa 


Some comments by an American who has recently visited 
the localities described. 


“ASBESTOS” takes no responsibility for any of the state- 
ments made. 


Deposits of cross fibred white chrysotile in Africa that 
are at present being worked commercially are found in 
three districts. viz: the Shebanie, Mashaba and the Barber- 


ton or Kaapsehe Hoop. 
Location. 


We find the Shebanie located about 125 miles east of 
Bulawayo, without railroad connection, Bulawayo being 
about 1360 miles by rail north of Cape Town, and connected 
with Shebanie by a fairly rough road that at times, in the 
wet season, is impassable. Shebanie hauls its fibre sixty 
miles by ox wagon to Selukwe, where it is shipped by rail 
about 500 miles to Beira, in Portuguese East Africa, and 
from there it goes by boat to Europe and America. 

The Mashaba district is about 50 miles northeast of the 
Shebanie District, and about 25 miles from rail head at 
Fort Victoria. The fibre is hauled to Fort Victoria by oxen, 
and shipped by the same rail route as Shebanie. 

The Kaapsche Hoop district is quite close to Barberton, 
which is in the Transvaal, on the main line between Johan- 
nesburg and Lorence Marques, only about 150 miles from 
this seaport. This last field, however, has at present only 
one good mine, the Amianthus. Limited. 

In the immediate neighborhood of the Shebanie Field, 
and also about fifteen miles away at Belingwe, are found 
workable deposits of ‘‘slip’’ fibre. This fibre is very vari- 
able as to tensile strength, and while the deposits carry some 
splendid fibre, yet it is so mixed with weak fibre that its 
value from a manufacturing standpoint is quite question- 
able, and it has been practically abandoned by all the larger 
users. 

In addition to the proven chrysotile deposits, some 
mention should be made of the blue erocidolite deposits in 
the Cape Province which extend from Prieska to Kuruman, 
roughly about 300 miles, and of the brown amosite fibres 
about 60 miles north of Lydenburg in the Transvaal. 

In the Shebanie Field, the serpentine outcrop that ear- 
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ries the Shebanie deposits is about 125 miles almost due east 
of Bulawayo in South Rhodesia. The nearby country is 
generally hilly, the elevation being about 3000 feet, altho 
some of the kopje reach 5000 feet. The total area of expos 
ed serpentine is 6 miles long and about a mile at the widest 
point, the general direction of the strike being north by 30° 
west, with a dip south by 60° west. 

Being well in the torrid zone this field is always hot,

their winter being about comparable to a hot summer 
in the southern part of the United States. The town of She- 
banie itself is a dusty little place, and no one stays there if 
they ean get accommodations at the mines. 
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The main fibre bearing body is about two and a half 
miles long by four hundred feet wide, and carries only three 
mines, with the Nil Desperandum (Turner Brothers) on the 
southeast end, the Shebanie Mine (Rhodesian & General) 
on the northwest, and the Birthday (Willoughbys Consoli- 
dated) in the center. Generally, toward the northeast, 
these mines come into contact with quartz, the serpentine 
going out entirely. 

Workings of the Shebanie Mine, 

The Shebanie Mine was the first big operation begun 
in this field, and, in going over this mine, one starts in right 
at the ground level. Here they have dropped winzes 
(shafts) every fifty feet, and going to a depth of sixty feet. 
being about 4 feet-in diameter. The entire property at the 
level is thus proven to a depth of sixty feet, and all show- 
ings are of uniform richness. These shafts are not only to 
prove the property (core drills being out of the question as 
they are more expensive than native labor) but are valuable 
in the actual development work because when the adits or 
entries are driven at the sixty foot level, these winzes are 
then used as ‘‘glory holes’’ or box holes. 

These winzes and other development work have proven 
the property for a continuous distance of over 4000 feet, 
with a maximum width of over 400 feet, and an everage 
width of about 275 feet, and of a depth of 60 feet below 
the surface level. 

At the time of writing principal attention is being con- 
fined to three rich blocks of claims known as the 170, 176 
and 177 blocks, and has in the hill on block 170 over 600,000 
tons of ore developed and proved, while below the foot of 
the hill and above the main drainage adit it has three mil- 
lion tons proved. From the top to the foot is 160 feet verti- 
cally, and No. 1 level is sixty feet below this. It has been 
unable to sink below No. 1 level as yet, on account of the 
volume of water, so it is impossible to make any definite 
statement as to the probable depth to which the deposit con- 
tinues. Rich ore, both in quantity and quality, has been 
proved on the No. 1 level, and the developments all around 
are stated to be of a thoroly satisfactory nature. 


From the level ground the mine works up in a series 
of wide terraces about ten feet high, the mine tracks run

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along side of these terraces and the barren rock is pitch- 
ed down by hand into one ton trucks. These trucks are then 
pushed to the dump by the native boys. This series of 
benches or terraces make a huge open quarry that has 
not yet cut away the kopje to the ground level. Be- 
low the quarry was the first level of underground — work- 
ings. The second level awaits the completion of a 7000 foot 
drainage canal to the river. The pit or quarry is about 1000 
feet long by about 350 feet wide, and is generally rich thru- 
out, the only lean territory being that next to the Birthday 
mine. In the direction of the main property it seems un- 
endingly rich, both at the top of the kopje or at depth, and 
the writer believes is one of the richest mines in fibre in the

world. About 40° of its output is No. 1 and No. 2 Crude 
of excellent quality, the rest being No. 3 or shingle stock. 
Nothing shorter than No. 3 is recovered in Africa at the 
present time, owing to the high cost of transportation. The 
dumps show rich in short fibre and probably some day they 
will be reworked. At this time all work is well laid out, and 
development seems to be even more regular and workman- 
like than in Canada. 

The rock in general is a gray green serpentine, fairly 
soft and with a good cleavage from the fibre. All drilling 
and other work in the mine is done by hand as native labor 
(which costs about $5.00 a month) is much cheaper than 
power where a seanty wood supply is the only fuel. 

After blasting, all fibre is handcobbed in the pits, the 
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barren rock being thrown into the trucks and carried to the 
dump. Each cobbing boy is required to bring in at least 
eighty pounds of handcobbed a day, that being his task. 
The boys take the sacks of handcobbed to the fibre sheds 
where they are paid one shilling per 100 pounds. At the 
time the writer was at the mine the shed contained 6500 
tons of hand cobbed fibre, which would yield about 55% as- 
bestos, and with the present system of grading this yield 
would give about 17% No. 1, 23% No. 2 and 60% No. 3. 
The mine is worked by native labor entirely with not more 
than two or three white men, excepting those in the mill, on 
the job. 

Native Labor. 

These natives are hired for a period of months at so 
much per head. As a rule they are well taken care of, 
housed and fed by the company. The bachelors live in cir- 
cular huts about fifteen feet in diameter, five to a hut. The 
married couples live in smaller individual huts. The Gov- 
ernment sees that they are fed so much fresh meat and so 
much vegetables a week, but the main article of diet is 
mealie meal (corn meal) and Kaffir beer. Generally. they 
seem in better condition than the natives who live in their 
own Kraals. 

The Mill and Power Plant. 

The power plant at the Shebanie mine is small compar- 
ed to the size of the operation, but with native labor cheap 
and plentiful, the first thing to forget is dependence on 
steam and electricity. The plant consists of two 100 H. P. 
boilers, burning wood and carrying about 125 pounds of 
steam, low pressure engines, and General Electric motors. 

The power house is used mostly for lighting and run- 
ning the mill. This last is a sort of holy of holies, and no 
visitor can enter. 

In the South African field the general milling process 
begins with the treatment of hand cobbed fibre that comes 
from the pits, altho this process is undergoing a change 
Shebanie is planning to build another mill for the treatment 
of rock, but at present it treats no rock, beginning its mill- 
ing with the treatment of hand ecobbed. The hand ecobbed 
includes small lumps of rock rich in short fibre, but consists 
mostly of long fibre with adhering rock. In general hand 
cobbed will vield from 55% to 25% of fibre, depending on 
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the richness of the deposit. The yield at Shebanie is about 
55%, which is the highest in the field. 
Milling Process. 


On arrival at the mill, the hand cobbed is dumped in a 
bin from the bottom of which a bucket conveyor feeds it in- 
to a revolving screen, with openings of about one inch. The 
larger material riding over the screen falls into a small jaw 
erusher. Coming from the crusher, it unites with the ma- 
terial that came thru the screen, from here it goes by means 
of a conveyor to another storage bin, and from this bin is 
first passed over a shaking sereen. From this shaking 
sereen suction picks up the loose fibre, and some of the sand 
and rock falls thru. What rides over goes to a small bowl 
shaped pan crusher about four feet in diameter, with round 
bottoms, the rolls having circular faces also. The fibre is 
kept in for only two or three revolutions, the object being 
simply to break loose the adhering rock, and it is now re- 
sereened. 

This process of slight crushing and screening is repeat- 
ed until the fibre and rock are separated, the object being to 
reduce the fibre to a ‘‘prilly’’ state of the general appear- 
ance and diameter of a small match, but not to fluff it up, 
and at the same time separate it completely from rock and 
grade it into No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3. 

The results are very uniform and clean, quite different 
from the shipments in the period of peak prices. In fact 
now that the South African companies fully realize the val- 
ue of preparation they are turning out a very clean and 
evenly prepared fibre. 

The Nil Desperandum Mine. 


The Nil mine is on the far end of the strike from the 
Shebanie mine and is not as rich as the Shebanie, but it is 
a tremendous affair and has the air of success, and will be 
a big producer for a long time. The Nil Mine does not have 
as long fibre as the Shebanie, the rock is harder and there 
is more overburden to move. 

The milling process at the Nil mine is, in part, more 
like the Canadian, as they treat about 20% of their richer 
rock and recover a mill fibre. At the same time they work 
up the hand cobbed also. The rock and hand cobbed are 
both reduced to finer sizes by jaw crushers. then after 
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sereening and collection of loose fibre by suction, crushing 
rolls instead of pans are used for further reduction. This 
difference in method, namely crushing rolls compared to 
pan crushers, is a great bone of contention in the district. 
The Birthday Mine. 

Lying between the Nil mine and the Shebanie mine, 
and tying on to both is the Birthday block of claims. These 
claims extend almost 8000 feet along the contact zone, and 
are being worked in three pits, two small ones and one

large one, the latter being about 1200 feet long by 300 feet 
wide ; eventually all three pits will be worked into one. 

At the Birthday they are down to the third level, 150 
feet below the surface, which is the deepest workings in the 
field, and for this reason it is interesting to know that the 
deposits continue uniform. If they do continue to greater 
depth, and there seems to be no reason why they should not, 
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New Uses for Asbestos 


From time to time suggestions are made that Asbestos 
be used for one or another purpose, but, perhaps from 
lack of publicity, nothing happens.

Research, established by this Company, is working zeal- 
ously to discover and develop new and present uses of 
Asbestos, and the many products made therefrom. 

With the idea of giving the widest possible publicity 
to suggestions received we plan to use this page for re- 
porting to you the progress being made. 

The latest idea is that Asbestos Textile Manufacturers 
might profitably make a soft Asbestos blanket to be offer- 
ed to the chemical industries, dyers, cleaners, etc., the 
blanket to be used for smothering fires of small size or 
for quickly wrapping about persons whose clothing takes 
fire. For this purpose woolen blankets are now used to 
some extent but it is believed that if a soft Asbestos 
blanket could be made at a satisfactory price, it would be 
welcomed by many industries, particularly since the psy- 
chological effect on workers would be valuable. 

Such an Asbestos blanket would be welcomed in elec- 
trical plants where fires could be kept under control until! 
the power could be shut off and the fire extinguished. 

Perhaps such blankets can be substituted for the pails 
of sand required to be kept in certain places for use in 
case of fire. 

It is hoped that our readers will give some thought to 
the ideas suggested from month to month, and will give 
us the benefit of their opinion to the end that we all may 
forward the commercial application of the products of this 
Industry.

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it will prolong the life of the field tremendously, much 
more than present figures indicate. 

The Birthday mine is owned by Willoughbys Consoli- 
dated, while situated in the middle of the Shebanie field it 
is generally considered not as good a mine as either the She- 
banie or the Nil, producing only No. 2 and No. 3, altho the 
quality of the fibre is excellent, and the preparation good 
and clean. 

Other Mines. 

Traveling by road fifty miles northeast of Shebanie 
we strike the Mashaba field. It can be more easily reached 
from Fort Victoria by travelling 25 miles over a good road. 

The King Mine in this district was bought not so long 
ago by the Edmund Davis group and is possibly their 
smallest mine as to output and life. The mine is in appear- 
ance and workings along the same line as those in the She- 
banie field, being a large quarry eating into the side of the 
kopje with considerable underground workings also. 

Here the serpentine is apple green in color, rather soft, 
and giving not more than 1% recovery of fibre, the greater 
part, about 85%, being shingle stock. While No. 1 and 2 
produced at this mine is somewhat shorter than is usually 
the ease, the quality is excellent, being very strong. 

The Gath Mine is also owned by the Davis Group, and 
here the pit is tremendous, about 3500 feet long by 600 feet 
across, rather cut up in appearance. At present they are 
working on both the first and second level and the deposits 
seem to be longer at depth. About 50,000 tons of rock is 
moved monthly, the fibre content being low, possibly less 
than 1%. 

There are also in this field numberless small prospee- 
tors who live a sort of hand to mouth existence, most of 
them having been broken by selling fibre on credit. 

The only other mine in the district that may be consid- 
ered of possible potential value is the Boss mine of Bells 
United Asbestos Company, Limited, which lies within three 
miles of the King pit. Little work is being done in this 
mine at present. 
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A rather interesting point in connection with open ys, 
closed shop, has come to our attention, and is passed on for 
the benefit of our readers. 

Briefly the point is that it has, in certain cases, been held 
lawful by the courts for a group of employers who contro! most 
of a particular industry in a community where that industry is 
an important one, to agree among themselves, subject to penal 
bonds, that they will maintain open shop, and such bonds hav: 
even been enforced by the courts. 

But—it is unlawful for groups of employers and employes 
who control practically all of a particular industry in a com- 
munity where that industry is an important one, to agree that 
they will not employ anyone but a member of a particular union. 

The latter action is held unlawful because such agreements 
would be monopolistic and restrict public liberty as they ten 
to deprive the individual of his freedom to pursue his trade. 

In other words, the open shop, that is, the true open shop, 
preserves to the individual his free right of choice to determine 
whether or not he desires to be a union member, and therefore 
combinations to maintain the open shop are combinations in 
support of individual liberty. 

On the other hand, combinations to maintain the closed 
shop are combinations against individual liberty because the 
closed shop, whether union or anti-union, deprives the individ- 
ual of his right of choice to determine whether or not he de 
sires to be a union member. 

But, again, the fact that the open shop is commendable aad 
lawful does not justify the employment of illegal means in or- 
der to make others adopt it. To threaten an employer with loss 
of life or other hardship unless he adopts the open shop is il- 
legal, and likewise if combinations to enforce the open shop in- 
volve a restraint of interstate trade, that is illegal. 

The above information is gathered from an article in the 
February number of “Law and Labor” published by The League 
for Industrial Rights.

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Henry Melville Whitney 


Editor’s Note: For most of the information contained in 
this article we are indebted to those who personally knew Mr. 
Whitney at the time of his connection with the Asbestos Indus- 
try. 


Hardly known to the younger generation, to those older 
heads in the Asbestos Industry, the name of Henry Melville 
Whitney connotes promise, power and progress. 

The announcement of Mr. Whitney’s death, which oe- 
curred on January 26, 1923, at Boston, led us to make some 
inquiries as to his life and activities in the Asbestos field, 
and we found a man whose broad vision, energy and per- 
sistence have done many things for the Asbestos Industry. 

Henry Melville Whitney was born on October 22nd, 
1839, in Conway, Mass., and for many years was strenuous- 
ly interested in a number of New England enterprises, 
among them the Rhode Island Coal Company, Boston & 
Gloucester Steamboat Company, West End Land Company, 
Real Estate Exchange and Auction Board, on all of which 
he left his stamp of progress. Whitney was the kind of man 
who when onee interested in a project never gave up, but 
backed it with all his money, his energy and every other 
facility at his command. If it could ever be said of any 
man that he used his stumbling blocks as stepping stones, it 
could be said of Whitney. 

Mr. Whitney was first interested in the Asbestos Indus- 
try by Edward T. Slade, who was connected with Mr. Whit- 
ney in some of his enterprises, and who, by the way, is the 
same Edward T. Slade now heading the Asbestos Spinning 
and Weaving Corporation in New York. Mr. Slade, togeth- 
er with a friend, W. C. Kerr, was interested in the develop- 
ment of a small asbestos prospect in Black Lake, P. Q., but 
since it required more capital than either of them had to 
devote to it, they succeeded in interesting Mr. Whitney in 
the project. This was in 1900. The result was the forma- 
tion of the American Asbestos Company of Black Lake, 
which purchased the lots owned at that time by Arthur H. 
Murphy. About a year later they purchased adjoining 
property from King Brothers, and in 1907 bought the mines 
of the United Asbestos Company and the Glasgow & Mon- 
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treal Asbestos Company, both located at Black Lake. In 
the latter company, by the way, Mr. Whitney was associat- 
ed with Berthold Marcuse, father of B. Marcuse who is now 
President of the Asbestos Fibre Company, Incorporated. 

About the same time (1907) Mr. Whitney purchased on 
his own account the King Mine at Thetford. 

In 1908 the British-Canadian Asbestos Corporation was 
formed, covering the Black Lake holdings of the above men- 
tioned men, and with this as a nucleus the Amalgamated 
Asbestos Corporation was later brought into being. This 
latter Corporation has, as our readers know, been reorgan- 
ized into the present Asbestos Corporation of Canada Limit- 
ed. Mr. Whitney was president and was actively associated 
with these various Corporations up to the time of the reor- 
ganization of the Amalgamated Asbestos Corporation, when 
he dropped out to care for his many other interests nearer 
home. 

As illustrative of Mr. Whitney’s broad vision, persis- 
tence and courage, we cite two instances. 

While he was connected with the Asbestos Industry he 
was much interested in the development of new uses for the 
material, and so pioneered the development and organi- 
zation of the Asbestos Wood Company of Nashua, N. H., 
where he had associated with him Prof. Charles Norton of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and successfully 
developed a product composed of short asbestos fibre, mag- 
nesia and a form of wax as an impregnating compound 
which was foreed into the material under an alternate 
vacuum and pressure process. This development was 
brought about by Mr. Whitney’s determination to find a use 
for the very short fibre which was going out on the dump 
with the tailings, and ended in the standardization of Grade 

Again, he developed a special grade of asbestos for the 
manufacture of asbestos shingles then being made by Lud- 
wig Hatschek of Austria. The grade is known today as 
‘‘shingle stock’’ and is commonly produced and used, but 
at that time it was necessary to invest about $50,000 in new 
equipment and changes in the Mill of the American As- 
bestos Company, resulting, however, in a contract with 
Hatschek for the entire output of this grade. 

But tho Mr. Whitney went into such things on a large 
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seale, he never entered them until he was satisfied from a 
personal investigation that they were commercially possible 
and profitable. 

Such was the story of Henry Melville Whitney and his 
connection with the Asbestos Industry. The Industry 
could well use another man like him.
